Disposal well digging begins

A 40-day construction pro- 
ject has begun in Romulus on 
a massive $6.1 million commer- 
cial deep well and related fa- 
cilities that will begin 
permanently disposing of in- 
dustrial hazardous liquid 
waste from southeastern Mich- 
igan manufacturers early in 
1994. 

The well is being con- 
structed on a 16-acre site cur- 
rently owned by John Ryznar, 
located north of Northline 
Road and west of Wahrman 
Road. 

“We chose the site in Ro- 
mulus because of its geological 
suitability, light industrial zon- 
ing, rural setting and acces- 
sibility,” Douglas F. Wicklund, 
president of Environmental 
Disposal Systems Inc. of Bir- 
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mingham, revealed last week. 

Wicklund said the Class 1 
well plans have already re- 
ceived Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency (EPA) approval 
and call for steel and concrete- 
encased shafts to be placed 
deep into the earth. 

Liquid wastes then will be 
emplaced into these wells 
4,000 feet below useable drink- 
ing waters, an EDS press re- 
lease stated. 

Wicklund said a mobile lo- 
cal office has been set up on 
the Romulus site. Next year a 
permanent local office and 
laboratory will be established 
at the site, he said. 

Wicklund revealed EDS has 
an option to purchase the 
property in Romulus. 

EDS has presented a 5 per- 
cent royalty agreement to 
Mayor Beverly McAnally and it 
currently is being studied by 
city officials. 

While Wicklund said an ag- 
gressive campaign to sendee 
Michigan manufacturers will 
begin after the well is com- 
pleted, he refrained from dis- 
cussing what the 5 percent 
could mean in city revenues in 
early years. 

McAnally said city revenues 
from those royalties could 
range from a quarter to half a 
million dollars. 

“Protection of the environ- 
ment through safe and respon- 
sible disposal of liquids is our 
single overriding objective,” 
Wickland stated. Class 1 wells 
have been safely operating for 
over 40 years and a similar 
unit was installed in Rich- 
mond, Mich, in 1990. 

“Our primary market will be 


in servicing manufactuers lo- 
cated in Southeastern Michi- 
gan, M James Clapperton, 
director of EDS marketing and 
public relations, said, “and we 
intend to offer liquid waste 
generators substantial cost 
savings by allowing them ac- 
cess to a secure disposal facil- 
ity and therefore an 
alternative to landfill disposal, 
incineration and other high- 
risk practices.” 

According to Michigan De- 
partment of Natural Re- 
sources, “of the 20-plus 
industrial waste disposal wells 
(Class 1) presently operating 
(in Michigan) we have had no 
instances of well failure or 
contamination during a period 
of approximately 21 years.” 

EPA regulations require 
that all wastes, when disposed 
of, will remain confined for a 
period of at least 10,000 years. 

When operations open in 
Romulus next year, EDS re- 
ported, light industrial liquids 
only will be accepted, most of 
which will contain approx- 
imately 95 percent water. 

EPA reports state that of the 
approximately nine billion 
gallons of liquid hazardous 
waste generated each year in 
the U.S., over 50 percent of this 
amount is safely and perma- 
nently disposed of via Class 1 
deep disposal wells. 

McAnally said Monday 
night the EDS project is not 
one the city sought out, but has 
been inspected inproved by 
state and federal inspectors. 
“We also will remain vigilant 
on making sure proper safety 
precautions are continued,” 
she said. 


Salvation Army zoning 
wins final approval

With talk about lawsuits 
against the city of Romulus 
swirling about city hall Mon- 
thly night, the Romulus City 
Council approved (5-2) the 
hotly contested rezoning re- 
quest of the Salvation Army 
for 36 acres of property at Van 
Born and Middlebelt roads. 

The rezoning battle was cli- 
maxed when a delayed but 
dramatic “yes” vote from 
Councilman Randolph Gear 
was announced before a 
crowded Romulus City Council 
chambers. 

As in past rollcalls the other 
positive votes came from 
Mayor pro tern Mary Ann 
Banks and Councilmen Noah 
“Pete” Bergeron, Ellis Pen- 
nington and Jimmie Raspbe- 
rry. 

Two councilmen, who con- 
tinued to oppose the rezoning, 
were William Wadsworth and 
Russell Lambert. 

Gear’s supportive vote gave 
the Salvation Army Men’s Re- 
habilitation Center final per- 
miss: 4 } i® move its Goddard 
Road "icimtea to the 364 acre 
site. 

Gear was missing from a 
council session two weeks ago 
and the issue was tabled until 
a full council was present for a 
vote, because five votes were 
needed for the rezoning issue. 

Earlier Gear had voted in 
opposition to the rezoning. 

The Salvation Army has 
pledged that it will donate part 
of the rezoned property to the 
city of Romulus and try to sell 
another portion to an industry 
so that real estate taxes cant>e 
collected by the city. 

A spokesman for the Salva- 
tion Army had said early in the 
long months of debate over the 
rezoning issue, that the Chris- 
tian group needed only about 
18 acres of the property in 
question. 

The Salvation Army is being 
forced to move its drug-alcohol 
treatment center, thrift store 
and donation sorting facility 
from Goddard Road because 
of expansion plans for Detroit 
Metro Airport. 

Wayne County already has 
purchased the Goddard Road

property for in excess of $5 
million. 

The rezoning issue was one 
of the first items on the council 
agenda Monday night and was 
handled speedily with com- 
ments coming basically from 
only two persons - Mark Radf- 
ord, the most vocal opponent 
of the rezoning bid, and Jerry 
Hamling, attorney for the Sal- 
vation Army.' 

Radford told the council 
“I’ve checked with numerous 
real estate agents and none 
will tell me that allowing the 
Salvation Army to relocate 
here will help our real estate 
values.” 

He also chided a past police 
department report on the Sal- 
vation Army for not listing a 
number of violations at the site 
in the past three years. 

Radford listed a string of 
police visits to the Goddard 
Road facility including one for 
a liquor violation and others 
for larceny and stolen vehicle 
offenses. 

Radford also claimed that 
despite positive actions and 
comments the council has had 
for other residents, he said all 
he has been given is a “stone 
wall” from the council. 

Hamling spoke briefly on 
the fact that he had sent three 
letters to the council on the is- 
sue, dated July 7, 12 and 21 in 
attempts to clarify any con- 
cerns from the public. 

He concluded there “is no 
legal basis to deny the Salva- 


tion Army’s petition for rezon- 
ing as set forth in the 
recommendation by the Ro- 
mulus City Planner and the 
Romulus City Planning Com- 
mission.” 

Hamling asked the council 
to avoid “unnecesssary litiga- 
tion” by seeking independent 
counsel prior “to possibly de- 
nying such a petition.” 

Since returning from a mili- 
tary obligation that blocked 
him from attending the last 
council meeting, Gear report- 
edly acccepted a Salvation 
Army invitation to visit the 
Goddard Road facility. 

He also vowed to view a 
video of the council meeting 
he missed and to read all 
packet items concerning the is- 
sue before voting. 

When it came to his turn to 
vote on the issue, he took a 
dramatic 10- 15 second pause 
which lead many on both sides 
to gasp for air. 

With that vote, which in re- 
ality was only the fourth vote 
of the night (Banks added the 
fifth vote seconds later), Radf- 
ord and his wife quickly exited 
the chamber. They later re- 
turned to address another city 
issue. 

Banks said a number of 
form letters in opposition to 
the Salvation Army’s rezoning 
plan arrived Monday, some of 
them with hand written per- 
sonal messages on them. “But 
there is no legal way we can 
block this request,” she ex- 
plained. 

Minutes later the large Sal- 
vation Army support group 
walked out into the City Hall 
hallways to shake hands, ex- 
change hugs and praise the 
council members for their sup- 
port. 

Capt. Roger Senn, center di- 
rector, and his staff now face a 
series of building permit and 
property alteration sessions 
prior to actual construction of 
the $6 million plus facilities. 

The property in question 
had been vacant, except for a 
service station, for the past 15 
years. The owner, American 
Freight System Inc. of Kansas, 
had tried unsuccessfully for 
five years to sell the property 
until the Salvation Army 
placed its purchase offer.

School board to sue

A lawsuit will be filed early 
next month by the Romulus 
Community School Board 
seeking to block the City of Ro- 
mulus from using school taxes 
for Tax Increment Financing 
Authority projects in Wayne 
County Circuit Court 

The decision to file suit was 
approved by a 6 0 vote of the 
school board members 
(trustee Debra Hoffman was 
on vacation) Monday night. 

Action of the state legisla- 
ture last week and follow-up 
actions could ultimately make 
the TIFA action a moot point 
but school attorney Anthony 
Heckemeyer said the school 
district was locked into a 60 
day period in which they could 
file suit. 

Heckemeyer said the Ro- 
mulus schools think that it is 
“improper for school property’ 
taxes to be diverted to TIFA

projects.” 

The lawyer continued, 
“When people vote for a school 
millage, we do not feel they 
are allowing us to divert those 
funds to paving projects.” 

A recent Romulus TIFA 
amendment set up a time 
frame for such funds to be 
used for numerous road im 
provements within the city in 
coming years. Only two of the 
14 TIFA board trustees were 
school board members. 


“Romulus schools are not so 
much opposed to the TIFA 
concept itself,” Heckemeyer 
said, “but having school funds 
used without the district hav- 
ing control over some of those 
actions. 

“Out of formula school dis- 
tricts have it even tougher than 
in formula districts,” the law- 
yer explained, “since out of 
formula schools have the 
money taken from their bud- 
get. In formula districts (such 
as Taylor) have those funds re- 
furbished by the state.” 

State Rep. Gregory Pitoniak 
(D-Taylor) said he tried to in- 
terject school finances back 
into TIFA projects after the 
property tax actions last week, 
but it was not considered by 
fellow members of the House 
of Representatives. 

Such a measure could be 
added this fall, before the tax 
cut plan goes into effect,

Railroad 
seeking 
city help

While the Romulus City 
Council successfully intro- 
duced a railroad property tres- 
passing ordinance Monday 
night, several council mem- 
bers felt train company admin- 
istrators were hardly on the 
same track as local residents. 

On the recommendation of 
Police Chief Fred Dansby, 
Mayor Beverly McAnally intro- 
duced an ordinance request 
from Norfolk and Southern 
Railroad that city ordinance 
violations be set up for tres- 
passing on railroad property. 

City Attorney Norman Ko- 
hlstrand wrote McAnally “our 
existing ordinance does not 
adequately cover the circum- 
stances often met on railroad 
properties.” 

By changing the city laws, 
Kohlstrand said, “railroad po- 
lice will begin using it’ and the 
arrests and fines will create 
added city revenues.” 

But Councilmen Jimmie 
Raspberry and Ellis Pen- 
nington objected to the intro- 
duction, complaining that 
railroad executives never sat- 
isfactorily solved the noise is- 
sues many city residents 
complained about last year, in- 
cluding late night and early 
morning horns and siren 
sounds while passing through 
Romulus. 

“My heart does not exactly 
bleed for the railroad,” Rasp- 
berry said, since they never re- 
spond to our concerns. 

This request “opens a bar- 
rel of worms” and I’d much 
rather see the railroad police 
handle their own enforcement. 

Pennington complained 
that the “railroad has done 
nothing for us, so why should 
we spend taxpayers money to 
prosecute their violations.” 

Raspberry also asked to 
know how other communities 
handle such railroad trespass- 
ing issues. 

McAnally said she would 
have an answer to that ques- 
tion prior to the second read- 
ing of the ordinance. 

Bible 
studies 
to begin 

Concerned about “the pub- 
lic’s drifting away from the 
Lord’s word,” the Rev. Dr. J.D.

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City to write own grant proposals

Faced with more and more 
limitations on block grant po- 
tentials, the Romulus City 
Council has voted to indepen- 
dently seek funds for various 
projects. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally of- 
fered a historical review of 
past revenue hunts by the city, 
by stating “prior to 1973, the 
city did not apply for any reve- 


nue sharing funds through fed- 
eral sources. 

“Subsequently, the city be- 
gan to participate and was ac- 
corded several millions of 
dollars through Federal Reve- 
nue Sharing/’ the mayor said. 
“In ensuing years. Revenue 
Sharing was discontinued and 
we became part of the Urban 
Counties Block Grant Program 
and (initially) fared well." 

“However as years passed 
the program was reduced until 


the city realized only about 
$100,000 a year and the areas 
in which the money could be 
spent became severely re- 
stricted,” the mayor said. 
“Now with the guidelines and 
requirements limited to low' 
and moderate income target 
areas and with increasing 
limits on social programs, I 
recommend that w'e undertake 
the Small Cities grant applica- 
tion route, recognizing that it 
is a gamble and that it will en- 


tail a considerable effort from 
the Community Development 
department" 

Jane Downing, community 
development director, w'as 
cited for her grant writing ex- 
perience and the fact that she 
is knowiegeable about other 
assistances available. 

The council supported the 
mayor’s recommendation that 
they not sign on with the Ur- 
ban County Block Grant agree- 
ment this year. 
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Police discuss gang activity

Whizzing bullets and al- 
leged youth gang aggression in 
recent weeks al a Haggerty 
Road apartment complex 
prompted Canton Township of- 
ficials to plan a public hearing 
Monday at Township Hall. 

Public Safety Director John 
Santomauro addressed more 
than 200 angry and often fear- 
ful residents of the Canton 
Commons apartment multi- 
plex concerning increased re- 
ports of gang-related violence 
including shootings, car and 
building vandalism and beat- 
ings. 

The most recent acts of ap- 
parent random violence in- 
volved two women who 
discovered high-caliber slugs 
lodged separately in a bed- 
room wall and the headboard 
of an occupied bed in neigh- 
boring apartments. 

“Unfortunately what’s hap- 
pening is nothing abnormal,” 
the veteran police chief said. 
“But we are keenly aware over 
the last year-and-a- half of the 
increased presence (in the 
Plymouth-Canton community) 
of so-called gangs. Internally 
we’ve been finding out as 
much as we can, and we’re 
starting to deal with the issue. 

“Whether these kids are 
‘wannabes’ or not, they’re still 
acting out and we’re currently 
establishing a strategy to deal 
with the problem,” San- 
tomauro added. 


One woman (wishing to re- 
main anonymous) said a spider 
on a bedroom poster turned 
out to be a bullet hole. Tracing 
the bullet’s path, the woman 
said later, she discovered it 
had traveled through an out- 
side wall, past two solid walls 
piercing the poster of a young 
man modeling jeans above her 
bed. 

“It scared the hell out of 
me,” the woman said. 

A second woman, Cheryl, 
said she hasn’t slept in four 
days after making an eerie 
find early Saturday. 

“Around 4 a.m. I was sleep- 
ing,” Cheryl said, “and gun- 
shots woke me up. I heard a 
‘ping’ but didn’t think anything 
of it. About 30 seconds later 
there were eight or nine quick 
shots -it was like a random 
shoot-off.” 

Early the following morning 
standing outside the building, 
Cheryl said, she happened to 
glance up and noticed what ap- 
peared to be a hole through 
the second-story wall of her 
apartment. Tracing the hole 
with neighbors, the woman 
discovered a large-caliber slug 
implanted in the wooden 
headboard of her bed, about 
an inch from where she laid 
her head the previous evening. 

“We sit outside at night,” 
Cheryl said, “and watch car- 
load after carload of kids driv- 
ing through (the complex). 
Many of them are wearing cer- 
tain colors, and they’re just 
driving real slow and playing 
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their music real loud. I know 
most of them aren’t from 
around here, but they’re look- 
ing for the kids who are. It’s 
very frightening... I won’t let my 
daughter outside past dark- 
it’s like we’re prisoners in our 
own apartments.” 

Capt. Alex Wilson said the 
department plans to target the 
complex over the next 30 days 
with a show of police force. 

“Whether gangs (in Canton 
Commons) are real or not 
doesn’t really matter,” Wilson, 
an FBI Academy graduate, 
said, “perception is reality. 
Are the shooting incidents a 
direct result of gangs? Or is it 
vandalism or someone with an 
ax to grind? I don’t know. 

“I do know," Wilson added, 
“that we’re going to flood (the 
complex) with officers-- 
motorized, undercover and 
dogs-and then we’ll reconvene 
to see what changes we’ve 
made, but this needs to be a 
partnership effort between po- 
lice, residents and parents.” 

Wilson suggested that Can- 
ton Commons management, in 
concert with police enforce- 
ment of local ordinances, es- 
tablish rules and regulations 
regarding outsiders in the vast 
multiplex. 

“We’ve already started do- 
ing that," said manager Chris 
Anderson, on- the-job for only 
three weeks. “I have booted 
several people off the property 


for trespassing.” 

Anderson added that he 
plans to approach parents 
with a strong message of 
“watch out for your own.” 

“I personally don’t think 
there’d be so many problems if 
parents disciplined their chil- 
dren,” Anderson added. 
“Problems often start at 
home.”

It seems that the No voter is 
still being ignored.

More than 8,700 voters voted 
no. Maybe a few misun- 
derstood or mistrust the dis- 
trict’s position, but to assume 
that many voters are not intel- 
ligent enough to understand 
the meaning of their no vote is 
an insult to the citizens of this 
community. 

This is the age of the in- 
formed voter. Today’s voter 
reads, gathers information, 
and makes decisions based on 
facts provided by the school 
district. Some voters base 
their choice on the relation- 
ship they have with the school 
system, others base their vote 
on their pocketbook. It’s about 
time the administration star- 
ted listeningto the public, they 
don’t like the way the school is 
spending the tax money they 
receive. 

Fact No. 1: A large group of 
parents are unhappy with the 
elementary school curriculum. 

Fact No. 2: Less than 40 per- 
cent of the high school stu- 
ueiits play sports, or march in 
the band, or participate in any 
after school activities. Why 
should 60 percent of the par- 
ents pay for the minority of stu- 
dents who participate? 

Fact No. 3: The district 
agreed to a contract with the 
union that increased teachers 
salary by 3 percent and we 
didn’t have the funds to pay for 
that raise before the first elec- 
tion. 

Fact No. 4: The district 
agreed to pay administrators 
an additional 3 percent plus 
the 2 percent postponed from 
the 92/93 contract and we don’t 
have the funds to pay them un- 
less the 4 mills are passed. 

The question isn’t do these 
employees deserve a raise? 
The question is do we cut pro- 
grams and services to give 
these select employees a raise, 
if so, when do we give the rest 
of the staff a raise, ie, bus 
drivers, cooks, secretaries, jan- 
itors, security guards, library 
aids, the classroom aids. 

If we can afford a raise for 
one group, why can’t we afford 
it for all the employees? The 
reality is we can’t afford to

give anyone a raise, unless we 
cut programs and services. 

The 93/94 budget eliminated 
several programs in order to 
meet the contractual obliga- 
tions the district has entered 
into with the union, prior to 
the June millage election. Now 
the administration and the 
board of education expect the 
property owners to bail them 
out of the problem and if we 
don’t - the cuts stand.

Animal research 
is criticized

In the wake, of the Cold War 
ending, the defense depart- 
ment continues to kill tens of 
thousands of animals each 
year in gruesome, radiation 
experiments • classified as 
among the most painful types 
of animal research. 

At the Armed Forces Radio- 
biological research (AFRRI) in 
Bethesda MD. nearly 75,000 
dogs, guinea pigs, rabbits, 
monkeys, rats, mice, and fer- 
rets, endure slow lingering 
deaths. The animals suffer 
sever radiation poisoning, 
causing internal bleeding, vio- 
lent nausea, and diarrhea, de- 
hydration, starvation, 
pneumonia, peritonitis, and 
organ failure. In "combined 
trauma” experiments, AFRRI 
researchers inflict endlessly 
varying combinations of in- 
jury, infection, and radiation - 
with no pain killers. On re- 


viewing AFRRI experiments, 
radiologist Jane Sanders M.D. 
concluded: “The research 
merely duplicates and recon- 
firms observations reported 30 
years earlier.” 

In Defense of Animals has 
won the first battle to stop the 
military’s war on animals. At 
1992 Congressional hearings 
IDA’s testimony led to Con- 
gress demanding a full investi- 
gation of military animal 
research by General Account- 
ing Office (GAO) now Congress 
must hear the demand for ac- 
tion. 

Write your Federal Repre- 
sentative (U.S. House of Reps., 
Washington D.C. 20515). Tell 
them you want AFRRI’s cruel 
experiments stopped. Call 1 
(800) 424-9098, the White House 
Hotline on Waste in Military 
Spending and demand that 
AFRRI’s budget be withdrawn 
to help stop the nightmare of 
animals radiation research.

Rains cancelled the final 
two rounds of the 17th annual 
Patrolman Len Anderson Me- 
morial Softball Invitational.

gether the foursomes.” 

The two-day tournament is 
open to any golfer who lives or 
works in any of the participat- 
ing communities. Separate city 
championships are conducted 
simultaneously for all the 
cities. There will be additional 
flight competitions for each 
city or township only if the to- 
tal entry from the city warrants 
it. 

Trophies will be awarded to 
those golfers who finish first, 
second or third in each of 
flight. A medalist trophy (low 
scorer) will also be awarded to 


the overall tournament cnamp. 

Also, in case of a tie for a 
trophy, a sudden death playoff 
will be conducted between the 
competitors involved.

Business owners send Clinton 


lionaire founder of the 
Cassopolis-based Edward 
Lowe Foundation. 

Since taking part last De- 
cember as the only small busi- 
ness representative in 
President-elect Clinton’s Ar- 
kansas economic summit con- 
ference, Lowe has personally 
conducted a series of informal 
'■Briefings” around the coun- 
try to bring forth small busi- 
ness issues that he hopes to 
present during a 1995 White 
House small business confer- 
ence. Reportedly, Lowe has 
spent more than $250,000 in an 
effort to promote the concerns 
of small business entrepre- 
neurs in the country. 


Lowe’s last “Free Enter- 
prise Briefing” stopped by the 
Dearborn Ritz- Carlton to al- 
low entrepreneurs represent- 
ing a variety of business 
ventures to discuss their par- 
ticular concerns and identify 
possible solutions. The three- 
hour gathering was videotaped 
and the president is expected 
to view comments from around 
the country. 

A panel of noted small busi- 
ness owners, including Linda 
Jolicoeur of Target Equipment 
Leasing of Southfield; Thelma 
Scott of New Detroit Nursing; 
Lyda Nickell of E.L. Nickell of 
Constantine; Sidney Lammers 
of Normic Industries of Tra- 
verse City and Paul Pickell of 
Pick Advertising of Southfield, 
were on hand to individually 
discuss business matters most 
affecting them and their cli- 
ents. 

Following Lowe’s introduc- 
tory statements, a brief bio- 
graphical film sketching 
Lowe’s amazing rags-to-riches 
story and the Boy Scout oath 
(On my honor I ivill do my best... 
(Lowe’s business creed), audi- 
ence members (primarily from 
the Small Business Associa- 
tion of Michigan, or SBAM) 
proceeded to land several 
well-placed howitzer shells in 
the general direction of state 
and federal bureaucrats, who 
entrepreneurs say, unfairly 
target business when it’s time 
to hand out new regulations 
and tax increases. 

“Government,” said Jol- 
icoeur, who started as a secre- 
tary in the equipment leasing 
field, “has used tax policy to 
engineer social policy” and in 
the process, she added, “has 
partially destroyed the tradi- 
tional American family.” 

Business taxes, added Jol- 
icoeur, cumulatively reach 
some 53 percent. 

“How are you supposed to 
raise a family and live?” like 
that, she asked. 

Audience participants 
spent the better part of three 
hours oxidizing the already 
tarnished government image 
with alarming anecdotes of in- 
terference and red tape. Be- 
lleville businessman Peter 


LeBarre said he hoped Lowe’s

Area man to face trial in sex 
assault of retarded relative

A Westland man appeared 
for a preliminary examination 
Thursday before 18th District 
Judge Gail McKnight on three 
counts of third degree crimi- 
nal sexual conduct for al- 
legedly assaulting a 45-year- 
old mentally retarded female 
relative. 

Sterling Marve Reimann. 45. 
was bound over to Detroit Re 
corder’s Court for a Aug. 5 pre- 
trial hearing. Reimann re- 
mains free on a $10,000 per- 
sonal condition bond. 
Condition bonds do not re- 
quire the accused to pay the 
bond, but prohibit contact with 
the alleged victim. 


Reimann and the woman 
lived in the same Westland 
home when the alleged inci 
dents occurred over a two- 
month period, according to 
Westland police Sgt. Laura 
Moore. 

The woman testified that 
Reimann sexually assaulted 
her on several occasions dur- 
ing May and June 1993 at Re 
imann’s Westland home. The 
victim said Reimann told her 
not to tell anyone about the al- 
leged incidents, but did not 
threaten her verbally or physi- 
cally. 

According to the woman, 
who lived in Reimanns home 
for nine years, he would as- 
sault her late at night and she 
feared him. 


“I was afraid of him at the 
time,” the victim said during 
Reimann's hearing. 

Dr. Richard Rizzo from the 
Wayne County Association for 
Retarded Citizens (WC ARC) 
said Thursday he evaluated 
the alleged victim a year ago 
has diagnosed her to be “mil- 
dly retarded.” Rizzo said mil- 
dly retarded patients have the 
mentality “of a 10-year old” 
and are not capable of consen 
tual sex. 

“They could be easily ma- 
nipulated and persuaded to do 
things,” Rizzo added. 

If convicted, Reimann could 
be sentenced to up to 15 years 
in jail, Moore said.

Pre-trial set for alleged dealer

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Hot to trot 

Performance puts Prelude out front

A muscle-flexing 190- 
horsepower engine earns the 
Honda Prelude VTEC a No. 1 
rating on the small car Hot-to- 
Trot list, although a supporting 
cast featuring razor-sharp 
looks, tight handling and Spar- 
tan creature comforts play ad- 
mirable back-up roles. 

The new Honda 2.2L, DOHC 
16 valve engine, features the 
variable valve timing and lift 
electronic control (VTEC) sys- 
tem that combines low-rpm 
driveability of a passenger car 
motor with the high-rpm out- 
put of a racing engine. In plain 
English, Prelude VTEC dances 
down the road like a burned 
bunny on a corrugated roof. 

Honda engineers tell us that 
at engine speeds below 4800 
rpm, the two intake and two 
exhaust valves at each cylin- 


der are actuated by low-rpm 
cam lobes, ‘’enhancing low- 
end torque and engine perfor- 
mance.” 

Depending on throttle posi- 
tion (we only know of one), an 
electronic control unit signals 
a spool valve to open, sending 
motor oil to small pistons in 
the rocker arms. The pistons 
lock the arms to a third rocker 
arm follower, which is actu- 
ated by a high-speed cam lobe. 
The valves then follow intake 
and exhaust timing and lift ac- 
cordingly. 

Bottom line is that VTEC 
technology allows a wider 
power range up to 190 ponies 
and 158 lb. -ft. of torque. Result- 
ing acceleration, primarily in 
the second- and third-speed 
range, is pleasing and instant, 
especially coupled with de- 
cent mileage (average 26 high- 
way), tattooed Honda 


trademarks. 

Honda chassis designers, 
holding up their end of the 
bargain, also managed to per- 
fect a striking wedge of plastic 
and steel probably about two 
years ahead of its time. Nota- 
ble exterior features are the 
pinched nose and cat-eye front 
clip and the innocent wide- 
eyed tail light look. 

Basic creature comforts in- 
side, including a seven- 
speaker stereo, a leather- 
wrapped steering wheel, 
power windows, door locks 
and mirrors and fully adjust- 
able seats, are more than ac- 
ceptable, although rear seat 
space is limited, there are no 
cupholders, pocket storage is 
petite and lumbar seat comers 
are back button biters. 

ABS is standard, as is a 
driver’s airbag and trunk 
space is more than adequate.

New legal alcohol levels approved 


Drivers under 21 with a 
blood-alcohol level of 0.02 per- 
cent or above would face strict 
penalties for operating a mo- 
tor vehicle under legislation 
approved recently by state 
Rep. Deborah Whyman, who 
supported the tough new bill. 

"Drinking and driving is a 
deadly mix at any age,” the 
first-term lawmaker said last 
week, “but for teenagers, who 
are not prepared to handle the 
responsibilities of alcohol con- 
sumption, it’s a guaranteed for- 
mula for disaster. This 
legislation (HB 4839) puts in 
perspective for teens -if you 
choose to ignore the law, you 
will lose your driving privi- 
leges. It’s that simple.” 

HB 4839 strengthens cur- 


rent laws, Whyman said, by 
saddling violators with up to a 
90 day suspension of their li- 
cense and a maximum fine of 
$250 if their blood-alcohol 
level tests at the minimum re- 
quirement. Repeat offenders 
would face a license suspen- 
sion of up to one year and a 
maximum $500 fine. 

Whyman added that the 0.02 
blood-alcohol level was agreed 
upon by state lawmakers be- 
cause some medications, such 
as cough syrups, contains 
amounts of alcohol just over 
zero percent. 

“It’s unfortunate,” added 
Whyman, “but statistics clearly 
show a direct link between 
auto accidents involving teen- 
agers and alcohol. In 1994, for 


example, alcohol-related 
crashes took the lives of 79 
youths between 15 and 19 (in 
Michigan). If you look at the 
big picture, one out of eight 
people killed in alcohol- 
related accidents last year 
were teens. Those are compel- 
ling numbers. 

“Social attitudes must 
change,” she added. “The com- 
munity, especially parents, 
must play a vital role in edu- 
cating our children about the 
grave dangers associated with 
alcohol use.” 

HB 4839 now goes to the 
state Senate for further con- 
sideration before it reaches 
Gov. John Engler’s desk for 
possible signature into law, 
Whyman said.

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Random shot nearly kills sleeping woman

Ann Brown figured gunfire and gang violence 
were far from Canton Township moving to the 
ballooning community several years ago. 

Last week she was almost dead wrong. 

On July 24, sound asleep in the second floor 
bedroom of her Canton Commons apartment, 
Brown (not her real name) was startled by a 'ping' 
around 4 a.m. and crawled from bed to investi- 
gate. Dark empty streets and still shadows con- 
vinced the tired and pregnant woman that the 
sharp, thudding noise was simply a dream. Sec- 
onds later eight or nine staccato sounds, like fire- 
crackers, went off. Then nothing. 

Snuggling her pillow, Brown instantly fell back 
asleep. Resting mere inches from her head and 
timelessness, lay a hot mushroomed bullet that 


moments before had pierced a strip of aluminum 
siding, drywall and insulation and lodged in the 
thick wooden headboard of Brown’s quilted bed. 

“My daughter probably would have found me 
lying in a pool of blood,” Brown said recently 
from her small kitchen. “I’m still in shock.” 

Brown only discovered her apparent narrow 
escape the following day when a neighbor located 
two expended bullets in her second-floor Com- 
mons apartment. One of those two bullets had 
traveled through several walls penetrating the 
poster of a young man modeling jeans directly 
above the woman's bed. She thought the crackled 
poster plastic was a spider web. 

Canton police on Monday addressed more than 
200 angry Commons residents after several recent 
criminal incidents, including the apparent ran-

City employee taken to mental ward

Westland city officials have responded to an 
outraged Wayne woman who demanded they ex- 
plain the reason her husband was transported to 
a psychiatric ward where he was locked up for 72 
hours last weekend. 

A Westland Department of Public Works em- 
ployee was admitted to the Heritage Hospital psy- 
chiatric ward and held against his will July 23 
after asking his boss to see a psychiatrist due to 
stress on the job, according to his wife who ap- 
peared before members of the Westland City 
Council Monday evening. 

Michael Sadley, a 39-year-old Wayne resident, 


asked his supervisor Charles Dickie to see a psy- 
chiatrist after he received information regarding 
work policy changes. 

According to Westland Department of Public 
Works Director Carl Clark Sadley stated, "This is 
going to turn into another Royal Oak Post Office 
incident,” Clark said. 

Sadley became upset when Dickie told 
workers they were no longer allowed to stop for 
food or drink, use the bathroom, or make any 
other type of off-duty stops while driving a city 
vehicle, Sadley’s wife, Jennie Sadley, said. 

Westland Personnel Director Kent Herbert 
said the work rules now require city workers to 
phone the DPAS office and notify a supervisor if 
they are leaving the job site to accomplish any of 


these things. Herbert said the rules were estab- 
lished by city officials because for the first 27 
years, Westland had no work rules and problems 
were beginning to arise. Herbert said these rules 
are similar to many other cities including Wayne. 

Herbert said the work rules include many com- 
mon sense rules such as no fighting or drinking 
(alcohol), when to take breaks and rules regard- 
ing tardiness and safety. 

“The police and fire department have had 
these rules almost since day one,” Herbert said. 

The rules include allowance for two 15-minute 
breaks and a half hour for lunch, Herbert said. 
However, he said, there are exceptions to the

Rape suspect expected to stand trial

Instead of celebrating her 17th birthday on Wednesday 
with friends and relatives, a Westland teen sat in a witness 
chair in 22nd District Court in Inkster and related the de- 
tails that led to her abduction and rape last month. 

The victim told visiting Judge Richard Hammer that her 
car broke down and a man offered to help. After getting the 
car started, the man asked if the victim would drive him to 
Annapolis Street in Inkster, but the teen refused. 

The man then forced his way into the car, made her drive 
to a desolated area where he sexually assaulted her. 

She told the judge that she and her boyfriend spent two 
weeks hunting down the suspect and eventually found him. 
.Asked by Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor Michael E 
Wagner if the man was in the courtroom, the victim pointed 
to defendant Larry James McKinney. 

McKinney, a 32-year old unemployed Inkster resident, is 
accused of two counts of sexual assault, third degree. He was 
bound over to Recorders Court to stand trial and Ins $10 000 
cash bond was extended. 

McKinney was returned to Wayne County Jail to await his 
arraignment and pretrial examination scheduled for 9 a.m. 


on Aug. 11. 

The victim’s ordeal began, she told the court, around 2 
a. m. on May 26 when her car broke down in the Middlebelt 
and Inkster Road area. She said she stopped at a Shell 
Station at the location and made a phone call to a friend 
when a black man, whom she identified as McKinney, 
walked up and asked for some change. 

“I handed him 21 cents.” the victim testified. ‘ And he 
asked me to give him a ride to Annapolis (Road). I told him 
that I can’t.” 

*’What happened then?” asked Wagner. 

“He came over to the passenger’s side, opened the door 
and got in. I didn’t say anything because I was scared. He 
then told me to take him to Annapolis Street and he asked 
my name and I told him that my name was ‘Pam’. 

“You made up the name, then 9 the prosecutor asked. 

“Yes.” 

“Go on.” 

“He told me that he had a knife and that I better do what 
he said.” 

The victim told the court that she did not see the weapon, 
but that the suspect indicated that he had one. The victim

Inkster police are seeking 
the identify of a man who was 
shot and killed Tuesday night 
in the southwest section of the 
city. 

The victim, who they identi- 
fied as a white man, about 30 to 
35 years old, was shot once in 
the back of the head, accord- 
ing to Inkster Detective John 
McGruder. 

The killing took place at the 
LeMoyne Gardens, a public 
housing project, around 11:30 
p.m. The area is known for ille- 
gal drug activity. 

Police said they are not rul- 
ing out robbery or a drug-deal 
gone bad as motives for the 
slaying. 

‘‘But at this point in the in- 
vestigation, I just can’t say,” 
said McGruder. “It doesn’t ap- 
pear to be robbery, but we’re 
not ruling robbery out. And it 
may have been drug-related. 

We just don’t know. If there 
is anyone who can help in the 
investigation, I’d like to hear 
from them. Right now, we don’t 
have a positive identification 
of the victim,” McGruder ad- 
ded. 

McGruder said that the vic- 
tim had on a white tee-shirt 
and dark pants. The victim’s 
pockets apparently had not 
been rifled, but there was no 
wallet or personal identifica- 
tion on the body. 

According to police reports, 
the victim was seen in the com- 
pany of a black male shortly 
before the shooting. They are 
seeking the man for question- 
ing. 

The homicide was the 11th 
in the city of Inkster this year. 

Anyone who has informa 
tion about the killing should 
contact the Inkster Police De- 
partment or Detective 
McGruder at 563 9850

Removing 
the walls of 
segregation 

Mother of civil rights movement 
continues to urge racial harmony 


Her goal was to establish rights for all people when she re 
fused to give up her seat to a white man on a segr egated bus on 
Dee. 1, 1955 in Montgomery, Ala. 

Now 38 years later, Rosa Parks continues her battle in a 
decade where violence seems to be increasing between blacks 
and whites. 

Various television media reports have shown a new genera- 
tion of young white supremacists joining the Ku Klux Klan. 

As the trial continues in the beating death of Malice Green, 
the National Association for the Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ple (NAACP) officials are asking the state attorney general office 
to investigate police brutality and misconduct in Metro Detroit 
suburbs. 

In the wake of all the violence, Parks words ring true, "Every- 
one living together in peace, harmony and love... that’s the goal 
we seek, and the more people who reach that state of mind, the 
better we will all be.” 

Parks is an inspiration to young and old. She travels around 
the world hoping her message of peace will touch as many lives 
as possible. She is recognized nationally as the “Mother of the 
Modern Day Civil Rights Movement” in America. 

As she looks at the world today, Parks said she wishes racism 
would come to an end soon. 

“It seems racism is still very much alive today,” Parks said. 
“We have to keep trying to eliminate as much of it as we can.” 

What can each one of us do now to make a difference for the 
future? 

"People need to make up in their own minds that they need to 
have love for humanity instead of hatred,” Parks said. “We need 
to eliminate hatred from our minds. We need to completely 
believe in peace.” 

Building a strong foundation against racism with children 
through education is one of the major keys to ending the white/ 
black struggle, according to Parks. 

“You can reach children through education, but it also takes a 
combination, of education and the family teaching that child 
about ending racism,” Parks said. “If they leant at home and 
school, they can take that education with them wherever they 
go.” 

What’s her philosophy for life? 

“To do the best I can with what I have to make life better,” 
Parks said. 

In 1987 Parks and Elaine Steele, her friend, confident and 
assistant, founded the Rosa and Raymond Parks Institute for 
Self-Development (ISD). ISD offers educational and historical 
programs for young people 11 to 18 years old. 

Pathways to Freedom, a link of ISD, began in the summer of 
1989 when the institute took a group of ecumenically and 
racially diverse young people from the north to the south to 
research the civil rights movement, and to follow the route of the 
freedom riders.

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Trial of woman accused of beating, robbery is delayed

Michelle Rosyln McGraw 
was back in the courtroom 
Wednesday facing the judge 
who originally signed her ar- 
rest warrant for armed rob- 
bery. 

But the 20-year-old, nine- 
months pregnant Inkster resi- 
dent again received a delay in 
facing her accuser when 
Wayne County Assistant Pros- 
ecutor Michael E. Wagner in- 
formed the court that the 
complainant and the victim, 
Myrtle DuBose, had been hos- 
pitalized. 

McGraw is accused of beat- 
ing and robbing her 79-year- 
old neighbor, DuBose, on May 


12 after entering the victims 
home on a pretense of repay- 
ing a debt. DuBose, a child of 
the Great Depression, appar- 
ently did not believe in banks 
and friends said she used to 
keep large sums of cash in her 
house. 

According to police reports, 
the defendant is accused of ro- 
bbing DuBose of about $5,000 
then hitting her the victim over 
the head with a rod. She used a 
weed puller to inflict serious 
head injuries before racing 
out of the house and leaving 
her victim for dead, according 
to Inkster police. 

Although McGraw’s arrest 
warrant had been signed by 
then visiting Judge Hammer, 
the paperwork apparently got 


lost in a computer mix up and 
McGraw remained free until 
police arrested her July 19 at 
the home of her boyfriend in 
Detroit. 

During court proceedings 
on Wednesday in 22nd District 
Court, and with Hammer sit- 
ting in for Judge Sylvia James, 
Wagner asked to postpone the 
examination until next 
Wednesday. 

“The complainant is an el- 
derly woman who is hospi- 
talized at this time/’ Wagner 
said. “We are asking for a post- 
ponement until next Wednes- 
day.” 

Wagner did not reveal the 
nature of DuBose’s illness or 
whether it was related to the 
beating and robbery at her 


home. 

The judge appeared reluc- 
tant to grant the prosecutor’s 
request. He also noted that he 
had signed the original arrest 
warrant. 

“This (delay) is unfortunate 
because this has been going on 
for some time,” said Hammer. 
Nonetheless the judge agreed 
to the adjournment, citing the 
health of the complainant. 

Court appointed attorney 
for the defense, Joel M. Dorf, 
reminded the court that, “For 
the record, the defendant is 
here and the complainant is 
not.” 

McGraw has been incarcer 
ated for eight days, and Dorf 
also reminded the court of the 
12-day rule, a legal stipulation 


that in most felony cases, an 
examination should be con- 
ducted within that period. 

Hammer responded by say- 
ing that there were un- 
mitigated circumstances when 
the rule may be waived. And 
health be it for the defendant 
or the complainant - were to be 
considered. 

Dorf then asked that 
McGraw’s bond be lowered 
from the $30,000 cash set a 
week ago by James. The defen- 
dant’s attorney pointed out 
that McGraw had surrendered 
to police, and that it was no 
fault of her own that there had 
been a delay in the court pro- 
ceedings. 

However, Inkster Detective 
Richard Rashad told the court 


“that isn’t true.” He said that 
the defendant was arrested in 
Detroit by Inkster police offi- 
cers. 

According to police reports, 
while police were searching 
for McGraw, she allegedly 
showed up on the victim’s 
street on at least two separate 
occasions and continued to ter- 
rorize the victim. Dubose’s 
friends said the victim was 
“terrified” to see her tormen- 
tor and wondered why she had 
not been arrested. 

Rashad also would not com- 
ment on whether Dubose’s re- 
cent illness was related to the 
court hearings or appearance. 

“We’re going to have to wait 
and see what happens next 
week,” Rashad added.

rule. If an individual needs to 
leave the job site they must 
call in when they leave and 
when they return. Herbert 
said workers who need to 
leave the site, without taking a 
break, are permitted to take 
city vehicles. 

Herbert said he believes 
Sadley was upset because of a 
previous incident when he was 
found in a store and he did not 
call to let his supervisor know 
he was leaving. 

Sadley said her husband 
Was also upset regarding state- 
ments from supervisors that 
employees could not express 
their preference for candi- 
dates in the upcoming mayoral 
election, according to a new 
work policy in the department. 

Sadley believes her hus- 
band was singled out by the 
city because he publicly sup- 
ports City Council President 
Charles Pickering for mayor in 
the upcoming fall election. 

“I wouldn’t do that to my 
worst enemy. It was awful,” 
Jennie Sadley said. 

The work rules state, Her- 
bert said, that employees may 
not conduct political activities 
during their working hours. 
However, Herbert said they 
may do so during their breaks. 

Sadley was taken to the 
Westland Clinic on Wayne 
Road north of Ford Road 
around 3:30 p.m. Friday after- 
noon by Dickey. He reportedly 
spoke with an emergency tech- 
nician who referred Sadley to 
a Heritage Hospital psychiatr- 
ist, his irate wife said, 

Clark said Sadley was seen 
by a licensed medical doctor 
at the Westland Clinic and re- 
ferred to Heritage Hospital for 
a psychiatric examination. 

“I was devastated by the 
whole thing. I’ve been sick to 
my stomach ever since this 
happened,” Sadley’s wife said. 

Clark said the doctor 
wanted to have Sadley trans 
ported by ambulance to the 
hospital, but Sadley refused. 

“The doctor felt that it was a 
serious problem,” Clark said. 

However, Clark said, Sadley 
requested that Dickie drive 
him to the hospital. 

Sadley claims her husband 
was taken to Heritage Hospital 
in Taylor and instead of meet- 
ing with a psychiatrist, was ad- 
mitted as a patient and held 
until Monday morning. She 
said Dickie and Clark were at 
the hospital when her husband 
was admitted and that Dickie 
signed the admittance papers. 

Heritage Hospital Clinical 
Case Manager Doris Wilson 
said the hospital policy re- 
quires a psychiatrist either 
from the hospital staff or from 
the outside to make an assess- 
ment of the patient before they 
are admitted for observation. 

“He could not have been ad- 
mitted if someone had not 
made out a psychological cer- 
tificate. We don’t take anybody 
that hasn’t had an assess- 
ment,” Wilson said. 

Wilson also said the patient 
had to be seen by another psy- 
chologist within the first 24 


hours of admission and pa- 
tients are kept for observation 
before hospital officials de- 
cide whether or not to release 
the patient. 

Herbert and Clark said 
Sadley was given a psychologi- 
cal examination at Heritage 
Hospital before he was admit- 
ted. After the examination was 
'completed and Dickie was in- 
formed that Sadley would be 
admitted, Dickie signed a 
statement saying he believed 
Sadley was dangerous to soci 
ety, Clark said. 

Clark, who arrived at the 
hospital about 15 minutes after 
the two, said he was trying to 
avoid being seen by Sadley be 
cause Dickie informed him 
that Sadley was angry with 
Clark and did not want him at 
the hospital. 

“Sadley requested that I not 
be there. He was upset with 
me - I don’t know why,” Clark 
said. 

Clark said he instructed 
Dickie to wait for Sadley’s ex 
amination to be completed 
and then do one of two things: 
take him home if he is re- 
leased or call Clark if hospital 
officials want to keep Sadley 
longer. 

Clark said he was notified 
by Dickie at approximately 
6:30 p.m. that Sadley would be 
retained in the hospital for 72 
hours. 

Sadley’s wife was upset be- 
cause she said city officials 
never notified her of her hus- 
band’s whereabouts and the 
DPS workers’ union Vice Pres- 
ident Tom Wilson did not know 
of the incident until she in- 
formed him. 

“We can’t understand how 
you can put an employee in 
lockup and not call his wife,” 
Wilson said. 

Herbert said Heritage Hos- 
pital officials informed Dickie 
they would notify the family. 
Clark said maybe he should 
have made sure Sadley’s wife 
was notified. “I kept the city 
attorney advised,” Clark said. 

Sadley said her husband 
has obtained a lawyer, but re 
fused to disclose his name. 

“I want their resignation, I 
want them fired,” Jennie 
Sadley said referring to Clark 
and Dickie. 

Sadley said her husband 
will not go back to work for the 
city out of fear of what could 
happen to him. 

Sadiey has requested two 
weeks of vacation time which 
has been approved, Herbert 
said. He is still employed and 
will have to eventually come 
back to work, Herbert said. 

Clark and Herbert maintain 
the actions taken by the city 
were appropriate. 

“What Mr. Dickie did was 
very, very responsible,” Her- 
bert said. 

“I had an obligation to as- 
sure that Sadley did not hurt 
himself or anyone else. I 
would do it again,” Clark said. 

Westland City Attorney 
Keith Madden has interviewed 
individuals in connection with 
the incident and will be pre- 
senting a full report expected 
at the meeting of city council 
members Monday night.

was ordered to drive around 
until at one point the suspect 
ordered her to stop, she re- 
lated to the court. 

“He then told me to put the 
(car) seat back and told me to 
take off my clothes.” 

The victim said that the man 
then performed oral sex on 
her and later penetrated her. 
After the assault, the victim 


said the man ordered her to 
drive around “and, I managed 
to convince him that I would 
not press charges because I 
was afraid for my life.” 

The man released the vic- 
tim about four hours later in 
an area near Merriman Road. 
Believing that she was in Ro- 
mulus, the victim called Ro- 
mulus police who referred her 
to the Inkster police. She was 
taken to Annapolis Hospital in 
Wayne and treated. 

Upon cross-examination by 


Charles Ruthledge, McKin- 
ney's attorney, the victim ad- 
mitted that it was dark and 
that she didn’t get a good look 
at the suspect’s face. 

She did say that she did pick 
the defendant out of a police 
lineup. 

The victim said that she and 
her boyfriend launched a 
search for the suspect shortly 
after the incident. 

“We drove around the area 
looking for him," she said. “I 


know if I saw him, things 
would come back. I know that’s 
him.” 

After listening to a request 
by the prosecution to amend 
the original complaint, from 
third to first-degree sexual as- 
sault, the judge said that the 
prosecution did not show that 
a weapon was used. He also re- 
fused the defense attorney’s 
request for a personal bond 
which would allow the defen 
dant to go free until his ar- 
raignment in the higher court. 
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Owner calls hazardous waste disposal well 'safe'

With the first of two massive 
Class 1 deep disposal wells 
currently being dug in Ro- 
mulus, Environmental Dis- 
posal Systems officials are 
stressing the environmental 
and traffic safety procedures 
that are currently being em 
ployed. 

James S. Clapperton, EDS 
marketing and public rela 
tions director, revealed last 
Wednesday that disposal wells 
have been in operation in the 
U.S. since the 1930s. 

The local hazardous waste 
liquid wells being dug off Wah 
rman Road in Romulus, bet- 
ween Grant and Northline 
Roads, are state of the art, ac- 
cording to Clapperton. Clap- 
perton said there have been no 
well fractures or leakages at 


any of the hazardous wells in 
Michigan in the past 21 years. 

The well project has al- 
ready been given initial ap- 
p r o v a 1 by both the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency and the Michigan De 
partment of Natural Re- 
sources. They also will be 
checked regularly by both 
agencies, Clapperton said, par- 
ticularly when the digging gets 
down to the “injection area” 
where the liquids will be dis- 
persed. 

“At that point we will have 
to prove there are no fractures 
and that none of the fluids can 
migrate upwards in the 
ground,” Clapperton said. 

Barring any cancellation of 
the project by either the EPA 
or the MDNR, the disposal 
firm expects to be accepting 
non-hazardous liquid waste 
during the first quarter of 1994 


and later hazardous waste wa- 
ter in the second quarter. 

Clapperton said Romulus 
Beverly McAnally, Mayor pro 
tern Mary Ann Banks and City 
Building Director David Paul 
toured the well injection site 
last week. 

The first well is slated to be 
completed late this month, 
Clapperton said, and a second 
well will be constructed early 
n- xt \ ear 

“EDS wants to be a good 
neighbor in Romulus,” Clap 
perton said, “We are planning 
to help the city improve North 
line Road in the near future.” 

The designated route EDS 
is setting up for out-of-area liq- 
uid waste haulers next year 
will be 1-275 to Eureka Road to 
Wayne Road to Northline 
Road, Clapperton said. 


In another effort to elimi 
nate fears of area residents, 
Clapperton said, “We will not 
handle sludge or radioactive 
materials. EDS will only han 
die light industrial wastes. 

“We consider ourselves pro- 
environment.” he explained, 
“as we place these liquids in 
as safe an area as possible and 
eliminate the need to burn 
them and pollute our atmo- 
sphere.” 

The life-span of each well is 
about 30 years. Clapperton 
said. At that time they will face 
heavy examination and possi- 
ble replacement 

The liquids that are in- 
jected into the wells spread 
only about 3 miles in 10.000 
years, Clapperton said, and 
many times are neutralized 
shortly after being placed 
4,000 feet into the earth.

Pathways to Freedom vol- 
unteer committees are operat- 
ing in various regions 
throughout the U.S. including: 
Alabama, California, Georgia. 
Michigan. Mississippi, New 
York, Pennsylvania, Tennessee 
and Canada. 

The program operates year 
round, and has also expanded 
to cover the routes of the un- 
derground railroad and the 
migration pattern of African 
Americans from the south to 
points north, east and west. 

Historical movements of the 
civil rights era such as the 
“Montgomery Bus Boycott” 
and the Canadian extension of 
the freedom road are included 
as well. 

The primary goal of ISD is 
to provide leadership, mentor- 
ship and services that assist 
youths in realizing their poten 
tial, according to Steele. 

“I’ve known Mrs. Parks for 
more than 25 years,” Steele 
said. “We share our dreams to- 
gether. We have adopted each 
others families. Mrs. Parks is 


the only person I know who 
has never been judgmental.” 

Steele described Parks as 
being an exceptionally unique 
individual who does not let 
people sway her thinking. 

“She accepts all people in- 
dividually,” Steele said. “She 
is a very brilliant woman. If ev- 
eryone was like Rosa Parks, 
we wouldn’t have any prob- 
lems.” 

The Wayne-Westland School 
District is hoping to have the 
honor of a special visit from 
Parks in the near future, ac- 
cording to Gregory Baracy, as- 
sistant superintendent for 
general administration in the 
district. 

“We would be honored to 
have Mrs. Parks participate 


with the students in our dis- 
trict,” Baracy said. “Right now 
we’re working on doing some- 
thing with the student rela- 
tions committee. “We’re going 
to be presenting the idea to the 
task force Aug. 2. Nothing has 
been formalized yet, but we 
hope she will come because it 
would be a tremendous 
honor.” 

Parks receives thousands of 
requests for interviews and 
presentations each year. Her 
most recent request came from 
Japan. 

Parks is very soft spoken, 
but her words continue to ring 
out loud and clear throughout 
the world that racism needs to 
end and peace and harmony is 
the ultimate goal for survival.

and the arrest of a Commons 
man carrying a loaded shotgun 
in the backseat of his car, took 
place. 

Director of Public Safety 
John Santomauro said the de- 
partment already has started 
flooding the Commons multi- 
plex with uniformed, under- 
cover and K-9 officers for a 30- 
day trial period. Santomauro 
played down rumors swirling 
around the lower-income com- 
plex that shootings and al- 
leged beatings in the 
Commons are gang connected, 
labeling youngsters as “wan- 
nabes” or fringe gang mem- 
bers. Santomauro did 
acknowledge that “wannabes 
or not, they're (Commons teen 
agers and young adults) still 
acting out.” 

But several residents on 
Wednesday said police aren’t 
aware of the scope and range 
of primarily young men, ac- 
tively involved in growing 
gang-related enterprises that 
include theft, violence and 
vandalism. 


Although only numbering a 
handful to this point, residents 
say male Commons’ residents 
belong to a loosely knit group 
known as the “D- Kings,” with 
“D” apparently standing for 
Detroit. Noted for shaved 
heads and blue head ban 
danas, D Kings “cruise the 
streets” looking for trouble, 
one resident familiar with 
Canton Commons gang mem 
bers said, many with immedi- 
ate access to weapons. Young 
women involved are known as 
“D-Queens.” 

Initiation into the D-Kings 
involves getting “beat in” by a 
larger and more experienced 
gang member, a Commons resi- 
dent confided. A girl’s right-of- 
passage includes providing 
sexual favors for male 
D-Kings, or sustaining a 60 
second physical attack by 
other young women. 

Gang members alleged plan 
and stage initiation activities, 
primarily at night, at an aban- 
doned Westland building just 
off Michigan Avenue. 

And because of increased 
local involvement over the 
past four months in gang- 
related endeavors, residents 


said, outsiders have started 
cruising the Commons in slow 
moving vehicles. 

“They’ll pull up, stop and 
stare, and drive off,” one wo- 
man said. “You know they’re 
dangerous, but you have to 
force yourself to maintain eye 
contact. It’s like living in a 
prison.” 

Complex Manager Chris An- 
derson said he plans to en 
force private property laws to 
defuse the situation. 

“I have booted several peo- 
ple (off Commons grounds) for 
trespassing,” Anderson said 
Tuesday. “But I personally 
don’t think there’d be so many 
problems if parents disci 
plined their children. Prob- 
lems often start at home.” 

Commons residents said, 
however, that Anderson was 
“off base.” 

“There’s so many homes 
without two parents, or some- 
one’s drunk or high,*’ one wo- 
man said, “that these kids have 
absolutely no discipline. 
Gangs are their families- their 
big brothers. That’s who they 
turn to for attention.”
